He presented commissioners with 
a hand-out that figures 
reflecting the past three months’ 
business conducted in the 
Enterprise and Elba 
Probate Court. 

Judge Gammill pointed out that 
the Enterprise office conducted 
about three times as much business 
as Was conducted in the Elba Office 
He noted that the Elba office has 
three(3) general clerks while the 
Enterprise office has (4) four gener- 
al clerks. 

“We're doing about 300 percent 
more work with about 25 percent 
more clerks in Enterprise.” said 
Gammill, 

The judge put the commissioners’ 
minds at ease as he quickly added 
that he was not asking for three 
times as many clerks in the 
Enterprise Probate Office as there 
are in the Elba Probate Office, but 
he was asking for one additional 
clerk to be funded in the Enterprise 
Office. 

He noted that this would not only 
help with the work load, but would 
make the office more accessible to 
the public allowing them to conduct 
their business in the Probate Office 
in a more timely manner.

After a brief discussion, 
Commissioner Len Averett made 
the motion, seconded by 


Commissioner Tom Grimsley, that 
the Judge’s request be granted. The 
vote was 6-0 in favor of the motion 
with Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
abstaining. 

Commissioners turned to opening 
bids on a computer system for the 
District Judge’s office and a recon- 
ditioned police car for the sheriff's 
department. 

The lone bid on the computer sys- 
tem for the District Judge’s office 
was submitted by L & K Micro 
Supply of San Jose, CA. Their bid 
was $5,880.00, County 
Administrator Wilson Mobley noted 
that this was well below the amount 
budgeted for this project which was 
$10,000.00. 

The commission took no action 
on the matter and the bid will be 
given to District Judge Steven Blair 
to review and decide whether or not

In the last commission meeting 
(Jan. 11), bids on the repair of the 
unit Were opened and they ranged 


from a low of $5,097.78 to a high of 


$7,442.63, A motion was made by 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
that the low bid for repair be accept- 
ed; however, before it was voted on, 
another motion to table the matter 
until bids on replacing the car witha 
reconditioned unit could be gotten 
was made by Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook. It passed. 

Two bids were received on sup- 
plying the county with a recondi- 
tioned car. One of the bids, from 
Police Cruiser, was thrown out 
because their bid did not meet the 
Specs set fourth in the bid request. 

The other bidder, Pursuit 
Unlimited Corporation of San Jose , 
CA, gave the county three (3) 
Options, They were: one - a 1996 
Chevrolet Caprice with 14,000 
miles at a cost of $13,999.00; two - 
a 1997 Ford Crown Vie with 61,000 
miles at a cost of $13,499.00; and 
three - a 1996 Ford Crown Vic with 
61,000 miles at a cost of 
$12,599.00. All three units had a 
delivery charge of $250.00. 

After reviewing the options, 
Sheriff Ben Moates recommended 
accepting the 1996 Caprice with 
14,000 miles noting that since the 
wrecked vehicle was a 1995 
Caprice, the police equipment 
would exchange much more easily. 

It was also mentioned that since 
the county is already in the process

of negotiating a price differential on 
the last unit purchased from Pursuit 
Unlimited that this be incorporated 
into this purchase, A 1995 Caprice 
was delivered in lieu of a 1996 on 
the last purchase and the company 
had tentatively agreed on a mone- 
tary adjustment but no amount had 
been agreed upon at this time. 
Commissioner Dalrymple, who 
leaned toward repairing — the 
wrecked car, made a motion that all 
the bids on a reconditioned car be 
rejected and the low bid on repair- 


ing the car be accepted, His motion 
failed to pass with 3-3 vote. 
Dalrymple, Westbrook and 


Stephens voted for the motion and 
Brooks, Grimsley and Averett voted 
against and Lewis abstained. 

During a discussion period, 
Commissioner Stephens suggested 
going ahead and purchasing a new 
car that is already in the sheriff's 
budget and retiring the wrecked car 
which has over 160,000 miles and 
was reportedly costing the county 
approximately $800 per month in 
maintenance costs. No motion to 
that effect was made by Stephens. 

Commissioner brooks comment- 
ed, “I don’t see why we should 
throw good money after bad!” He 
was referring to repairing the 
wrecked car. 

The motion was made by 
Commissioner Averett that the pur- 
chase of a reconditioned police car 
be made from Pursuit Unlimited, 
and that the county attorney negoti- 
ate a settlement on the last deal in 
conjunction with the purchase 
agreement. The motion passed 4-3 
with Commissioners Averett, 
Brooks, Lewis and Grimsley voting 
for while Commissioners 
Westbrook, Robert Stephens and 
Dalrymple opposed the motion. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commissioner Stephens 
reported that 85 percent of the cost 
of paving the streets around the 
Elba Courthouse will be funded by 
FEMA. 

Commissioner Grimsley request- 
ed that at the commission’s next 
work session the problem of stray 
animals in the rural areas of the 
county be addressed and a possible 
solution be worked out. He also 
requested that the sheriff attend this 
meeting. All the commissioners 
acknowledged that a problem does 
exist and expressed their willing- 
ness to a try and solve the problem.

Elba City Council transfers former Mulberry 
school property to pre-school days owners

The Elba City Council voted 
undaimously Monday evening to 
retin ownership of the Mulberry 
Seige! property to the Mulberry 
Baptist Association. The 
Association had deeded the five 
acres of land to the city for the pur- 
pose of building the school build- 
ings. The deeds specified that this 
was for purposes only. 
Therefore, when the Elba schools 
ceased to use the facility and 
returned title to the city, it was time 
to return the property to those who 
donated it in the beginning 

There had been long discussions 
for the past several years on this 
reversion clause. There was some 
confusion because when the proper- 
ty was later deeded to the school 
system, the statement about revert- 
ing back was omitted, even though 
it was on the city’s deed. When 
research contirmed the memory of 
those who were present at the time 
of the transfer, the wheels began to 
turn to honor the intent of the deed- 
signers. 

This transfer does not include the 
five acres on which the ball park is 
located, That is city-owned proper- 
ty, according to city officials.

A discussion with Bishop Hirron 
Williams over his desire to purchase 
the auditorium of the old high 
school almost reached the boiling 
point as opposing opinions were 
expressed. 

Mayor James Grimes repeated his 
position that the property was part 
of long- range plans the city already 
has underway.

Grimes told Williams the church 
does not qualify for purchasing 
under the Wallace-Cater Act as had 
been proposed, and selling it would 
clash with plans to develop a com- 
munity meeting building on the site. 
The mayor said the ideal plan 
included a community meeting 
building, classrooms as small busi- 
ness incubators, a room for comput- 
er training of local citizens, ete. 

The mayor told Harris he would 
have no objections to the church 
continuing to use the facility until 
the city and/or industrial board got 
renovation grants approved, 

Williams said that either way the 
church will have to go ..."It’s the 
same song and dance we got from 
the last administration.” He noted 


the city couldn’t afford to fix the 
roof and wouldn't sell the building, 

Williams had presented the coun- 
cil with a proposal to buy the build- 
ing over time (at $100 per month) 
with the city fixing, and keeping 
fixed, the roof on the auditorium 
and the classrooms he planned to 
use. 

When Councilman Ben Carpenter 
asked if the city could sell the build- 
ing under the proposal as presented, 
Williams quickly said he could 
change his proposal. 

Council member Ronnie 
Hammond reminded his fellow 
council members the building was 
sitting empty when the church took 
it and made something out of the 
facility, 

Council member John W. 
Sharpless made a motion concern- 
ing the selling of the building and it 
deadlocked 3-3, with Sharpless, 
Carpenter and Grimes opposing the 
sale and Hammond, Gray and 
Bannin in favor of selling.

The director of Coffee County's 
Emergency Management Agency 
urges county residents, town and 
city street departments and area 
contractors to exercise extreme cau 
tion when doing excavation work 

In Monday's meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission, EMA 
Director Charles Webb commented 
on a recent natural gas explosion 
Which occurred in Northern 
Alabama - Bridgeport, AL. 

In a memorandum to the commis 
sion chairman, he noted that the 
explosion was probably caused by 
excavating work being done near a 
gas pipeline. The explosion killed 
three people, injured several others 
and did substantial property dam 
age. 

He told commissioners that an 
article in one of the local newspa 
pers last Sunday contained a news 
release on Alabama One Call, a cen- 
tral point from which one can 
obtain information on a variety of 
utility lines. 

Webb noted that the article did 
not contain a phone number for ser 
vice; however, he was able to obtain 
the number from the offices of the 


Southeast Alabama Gas District. 
rhe number for Alabama One Call 
is 1-804)-292-8525. 

The organization’s sole purpose 
is to make sure all underground util- 
ities are Not compromised, The non- 
protit Alabama Line  Loeation 
Center, headquartered in 
Birmingham, Operates the state's 
only one-call center which excava- 
tors, contractors and individuals 
must notify betore they dig, Armed 
with the information obtained from 
each call, the Center notifies mem- 
ber utility companies with under- 
ground facilities in the area, The 
utilities then mark their lines prior 
to the commencement of work, 
ensuring a clearly defined area 
Where potentially hazardous lines 
are buried 

In 1995, the state of Alabama, 
recognizing the need to prevent util- 
ity line damage, enacted a “call 
before you dig” law requiring any- 
one preparing to dig to contact the 
Alabama Line Location Center. 
After notification by the Center, 
utility companies are required to

President Clinton’s plan to invest part of the Social Security taxes 
into the stock market sends a scare up the spine. If the government 
does the investing, then there are the under-the-table payoffs from 
stock promoters to the federal executives in charge. Leave it to the 
individual to decide where Social Security taxes are invested - and 
that brings on many more problems. Remember, every time some- 
body makes money in a stock, someone else sold at the wrong time, 
ete. Then, when an individual didn’t have enough (or as much as 
wanted) at retirement, the person would look to the government to 
make up the difference. But from where? Then there are those of us 
Who are convinced we know the difference between a stock and a 
bond ... a stock is a plow handle (or the juice left from boiling a~ 
chicken) and a bond is a close friendship or what we sign to get 
someone out of jail! 


The Wall Street experts paint an even worse picture of this change 
in investment of Social’ Security reserves. Now they are, by law, 
placed in government bonds, but if taken away from that market, 
interest rates would probably shoot up to attract investors from other 
sources. That in turn would slow the economy, cost jobs and further 
reduce the amount of money going into the SS trust fund. Then they 
also worry about the mindset of company boards when the govern- 
ment was a big stockholder. When political reasons rule decision- 
making, the results are lackluster at best. One investment economist 
pointed out that state-run pension funds typically produce returns 2- 
3% below comparable private pension funds: We remember the 
howl in Alabama when a legislator wanted to set up an oversite com- 
mittee to review the investments of the Retirement System of 
Alabama. Smart folks knew that it wasn’t smart to let political rea- 
soning control their future retirement benefits. 


However there are some professionals who point out that the 
increase of 401(k) accounts has had an impact on the stockmarket. 
Those funds are mostly in the big companies and are mostly doing 
well. The big companies get bigger. 


We read a news release this week reviewing a study of Michigan 
Medicaid-supported pre-school children who are on some sort of 
mind-controlling drugs (22 different drugs). It reported that in 
Michigan there are 223 children under age three on Ritalin, Prozac, 
etc. A number of them are already on the stuff before their first birth- 
day! The writer quoted one expert who blamed the government and 
drug companies ... they made it available and there were always 
doctors who would do whatever necessary to get the government 
money. We also place a lot of the blame on parents who would 
allow such for their children when many are just healthy, active 
youths (or in some cases - babies). 


By the time you read this, the trial of President Bill Clinton in the U. 
S. Senate may be history. We sense that the senators are desperately 
looking for some way to turn that tiger loose before he bites. 
Clinton's handlers are also working toward the same goal, being 
careful not to repeat the same mistakes of past months when the 
president made even friends mad with his answers to some very 
pointed questions about his activities. Most of the TV networks have 
locked in on this issue for days almost 24 hours a day and personal- 
ly we have had more than enough of the whole thing. We don’t like 
what happened, don’t like the way it has unfolded ... from either 
side ... but have had enough.

When The Village Fails...

If a picture can say a thousand 
words, maybe words can paint a 
thousand pictures. 

Two boys - on-even, one eight 
smother an 11-year-old girl to death 
because she won't let go of her 
bike. Two boys - both under the age 
of 16 - shoot bullets instead of spit- 
balls through a small-town school 
One girl, barely old enough to think 
about college, delivers her baby into 
a commode. Just three of a thousand 
pietures;~ - oieteanieeanatiomieneieion 

These pictures aren't painted with 
soft-colors; they're etched with 
blood, hate and despair. They por- 
tray confusion, announcing hideous 
truths at the same time, 

The famed poet John Milton once 
said time is the subtle thief of youth. 
If that’s the case, I implore you, 
time, please hurry. Our youth can’t 
handle the day's temptation, 

Why? Professionals can’t pin- 
point probiems, teachers can’t teach 
behavior, and police can’t control 
masses. There's the rub. 

Remember a few years ago, when 
Hillary Rodham Clinton begged the 
village of America to raise its chil- 
dren? Parents, she said, do not pos- 
sess those skills. According to Mrs. 
Clinton, Romulus and Remus, 
reared by a pack of wolves, made 
better fellows. 

The First Lady took a conserva- 
tive drubbing for her reckless 
remarks, yet her advice has become 
the norm. Young boys don’t play 
ball with their fathers. Instead, they 
watch television athletes chunk bats 
and balls through the dugout. Young 
girls don’t play dress-up with their 
moms. Instead, they watch televi- 
sion moms buy new clothes and 
jewelry for their affairs. 

On the outside, Mrs. Clinton’s it- 
takes-a-village theory might have 
appeased the working families 
Why shouldn't we ask teachers, ath- 
letes and television stations to raise 
our children? While Americans may 
have subscribed to the First Lady's 
theory, today we are compelled to 
read the fine print, 

You see, though a village may 
sound quaint, with its cobblestone 
sidewalks and bay-windowed cafes, 
every village has its alleys 
Controlling who and what is in the 
alleys sometimes slips past even the 
most watchful parents. Combine 
that with parents who utterly hand 
their children over to the village, 
and the outcome might frighten 
even the greatest of optimists. 


So what are the tangents in our 
alleys, the ones forcing the youth of 
today into fits of violence never 
seen before? Why did the young 
boy in Richmond, Va., kill a baby? 
Why did the seven- and eight-year 
old boys smother an Il-year-old 
girl? 

Though disregarding individual 
responsibility never makes for a 
strong argument, maybe we ought 
to join America’s find-the-fault sec 
tor and take a walk through one of 
the alleys where our youth stroll 

Television sitcoms, with their 
mild humor and arid wit, reek of. 
immorality, Sexual innuendoes, 
whether hetero- or homosexual, 
become ideals. Violent acts, in 
more-than-graphic — proportions, 
become a game. Hate, often the pre- 
cursor for violence, becomes a 
theme, With children camped in 
front of television screens across 
this nation, what else can we expect 
from them? Television sets litter our 
village alleys. 

Further down the way, youth 
encounter what should be safe 
havens. Schools, even with their 
noble intentions, have overlooked 
ithe valuable lessons of behavior and 
punishment. Young students who 
fight for the wrong reasons aren't 
punished, They're taught to vent in 
other, more politically correct ways, 
Class bullies aren’t condemned for 
hateful words. Instead, society tries’ 
to discover the phenomena of “bul- 
lyism.” Teachers who instruct sexu- 
al-education classes don’t teach 
kids to wait. Instead, they hand out 
condoms and brochures on what to 
do if you can’t wait. It seems our 
school doors open wide to our vil- 
lage alleys. 

And then there are those people 
standing along the alley, waiting for 
a moment when they can poke a 
stick out, hoping to trip up today’s 
youth. Some of these people are the 
aforementioned athletes - the role 
models who make hay of sexual 
immorality. Others are the profes- 
sionals - the ones who tell kids it's 
alright to have safe sex. Still others 
teach our youth the value of decep- 
tion - whether it be politicians or 
wealthy businessmen 

We have asked the village to raise 
our children, Now, it seems the vil- 
lage has destroyed them. As long as 
parents forfeit their responsibility to 
parent, handing duty to the village, 
the children always will explore 
their own alleys. Unfortunately, 
these days, our alleys are painted 
with blood, hate and despair.

ELBA FACING FOURTH NEW HEAD COACH IN SLX YEARS 


When Coach David Sikes announced his resignation last week as the 
head football coach at Elba High School, it marked the third time in the past 
five years that the Tigers head coach has resigned. That means that_next 

~ season the Elba Tigers will take the field with their fourth head coach in 
only six years; and that also means that what was once one of the state's top 
high school football programs is now in desperate need of stability, and a 
coach that will bite the bullet for the,next couple of years and attempt to 
build the program back from the ground up. There is not a coach alive 
today that can step in and win a bunch of football games at Elba High 
School! The players are not taking part like they once were, and the num 
bers are way down due to new stricter rules concerning grades and drug 
testing. Don’t get me wrong, students should have to make the grades to 
participate in any extra-curricular activity, and I wish they would drug test 
every single student in every single school. While the no pass-no play rule 
and the drug testing policy at Elba High School have led directly to a loss 
of football players, the biggest reason the players are not coming out is not 
grades or drugs, it is a lack of stability in the program and the obvious lack 
of total support for the football program. 

In other schools the size of Elba, every single coach in the school is on 
the sidelines On Friday night when the high school team takes the field. Just 
how much the coaches do varies from school to school, but at least the 
coaches are there to show their support of the program. At Elba High 
School last season, the head football coach had three assistants on the field 
with him. The head basketball coach didn’t help with football, nor did the 
head baseball coach or any of the junior high coaches. I’m sure they had 
their reasons; however, to me and many other fans their absence showed a 
lack of support for the football program. Five of the top six players on the 
basketball team didn’t play football, and a number of baseball players also 
decided not to play football. I know the head coaches of those sports did- 
n’t talk anyone out of playing, but if they had been involved, maybe at least 
they would have tried a little harder to talk some of the students into play- 
ing. 

The problems facing the football program at Elba High School will not 
be solved easily and will also not be solved over just a year or two. There 
are many problems both on and off the field that must be addressed, and 
until everyone is back working on the same page the problems will persist. 
For the sake of the kids, I hope something is done that will be positive and 
will get the program aimed back in the right direction. 


RIGHT COACH IS CRUCIAL FOR FUTURE OF ELBA FOOTBALL 


Over the next few weeks the school officials at Elba High School will 
interview a number of coaches for the vacant head coaching position at 
Elba High School. When a decision is made, it is crucial that the right 
coach 1s hired to lead the football program back to where it used to be - the 
top of the Class 3A ranks. Coach David Sikes gave all he had to try and 
make the Tigers winners on and off the field, and the excitement of the fans 
and community was never more evident than after the first round of the 
playoffs last season when Elba upset Washington County. The fans are still 
looking for something to get excited about, and if the right coach is hired, 
that excitement may carry over to the kids, and the results will be more 
players out for the sport. 

I have talked with a couple of prospective coaches over the past week, 
and was very upset when they told me they had been told through the 
coaching grapevine that the job at Elba was already a done deal and had 
been promised to an area coach with ties to an Elba administrator. I have 
seen the coach mentioned at a number of Elba basketball games, and have 
been told that he had already met with some of the players and faculty 
members. It was no surprise that he would be interested in the opening at 
Elba High; however, it does seem a little strange that he would start going 
te Elba basketball games while he is still employed as a coach at another 
school. 

T know that the school officials can hire anyone they wish to hire, and 
con't have to please anyone in Elba. A lot of Elba folks have been very sur- 
prised at the name of the coach mentioned for the job, and are more than a 
little upset that a coach might be promised the job even before the ex-coach 
turned in his resignation. I am not accusing any school officials of doing 
anything under the table, but I do hope they will advertise the opening far 
and wide and try to hire the very best coach they can afford. This may be 
the most important coaching vacancy ever at Elba High School, and the 
future of the program will rest on the choice made. Please, do your best to 
‘do what is best for the students at Elba High School and the football pro- 
gram! 


ELBA TIGERS FALL LATE TO THIRD-RANKED GOSHEN 


The Elba Tigers followed up their best half of the basketball season with 
two not-so-impressive quarters of play last week, and the result was a 50-
